Mr. Atkins is a manufacturer and im- 
porter of Cuban sugars, with‘an office 
at 10 Broad street, Boston. He was born 
in this city in 1850, and received his 
education at private schools in Boston 
and received at Harvard the degree of 
A. M. in 1903. He lives in Belmont, 
Mass. 

The new head of the Westinghouse 
company was president of the Bay State 
Sugar Refinery until 1888; partner E. 
Atkins & Co., importers of sugar, com- 
mission merchants and bankers, since 
1874; vice-president and director of the 
Union Pacific railway system, 1889-95; 
president of the Aetna mills, Soledad 
Sugar Company (Cuba), Trinidad Sugar 
Sompany (Cuba), Boston Wharf Com- 
oany (real estate), and director in the 
American Trust Company, the _ Eliot 
Sank, the West End Street Railway, and 
juarantee Company of North America. 

The retirement of Mr. Westinghouse 
marks the culmination of the control of 
the Kuhn, Loeb & Co. interests who 
have been in the ascendant in the West- 
inghouse coneern since its reorganiza- 
tion in 1907-8. Mr. Westinghouse was 
the last of the old officials to hold on, 
the Kuhn, Loeb interests taking charge 
when the big banking house undertook 
to put the company on it? feet after its 
disastrous experiments in 1907. All of 
the oflicials elected today are represen- 
tatives*of the Kuhn, Loeb element in 
the firm.

MANCHESTER, Mass.—The Seawan- 
haka cup will remain in the United 
States. Once more the defender, the 
Massachusetts of the Manchester Yacht 
Club, outsailed the Canadian challenger 
St. Lawrence of the Royal St. Lawrence 
Yacht Club, and with her third victory 
gained the right to the famous trophy 
for 21-footers. 

The race was sailed Thursday over a 
triangular course off Manchester, but 
after a futile effort to follow the Massa- 
chusetts a third time round the 4-mile 
triangle, the St. Lawrence withdrew and, 
hauling back to the finish, helped cele- 
brate the victory of her opponent. It 
was one of the few times that the losing 
yacht hailed a winner at the finish line. 


The Massachusetts pulled out ahead 
from the start, and, after establishing 
a lead of a mile, was content until the 
wind began to fail; and then, for the 
first time, the race became really inter- 
esting, for it was a question whether 
the Massachusets would be able to finish 
in the time limit. 

Boardman, on the Massachusetts, beat 
out Routh, on the St. Lawrence, for the 
third time in the fight for place at the 
start, the defender getting to the line 
five seconds ahead and back-winding the 
challenged as she came up astern.

The Massachusetts worked up to 
within half a mile of the second mark 
when she picked up a northerly breeze 
and the rest of the distance turned into 
a beat. She wound round this last buoy 
at 3:42 and headed for the finish with 
58 minutes to make the mile and a 
third to win and keep the cup. The St. 
Lawrence crew sat on her flat deck and 
watched the defender struggle for the 
line which she reached with 27 minutes 
5 seconds to spare. 


The St. Lawrence will be shipped 
back to Lake St. Louis today, while the 
Massachusetts will be saved for the next 
foreign cup hunter. 

The Massachusetts finished the race 
at 4.12.55, having covered the 12 miles in 
2 hours 2 minutes and 55 seconds. 

The St. Lawrence was a third of the 
way to the first mark on the third 
round when she withdrew.

for fear of going past the green, Fred 
Robson, without hitting his hardest, got 
on to the road in two. Plenty of players 
were getting close in enough in a couple 
of shots at the long fifth and fourteenth 
holes to stand chances of getting 4s. 


The length of the average drive has 
incrensed in a remarkable cegree during 
recent years, and the circumstance was 
never more manifest than at St. An- 
drews, where the second shots had be- 
come so much easier since 1905 as to 
make the course seem altogether dif- 
ferent. 

St. Andrews has been the scene of 
many long-driving feats, and none more 
remarkable than that of Edward Black- 
well, who in 1892 reached the fifth hole 
in two shots, and, coming back, was 
again on the green at the fourteenth, the 
corresponding hole on the homeward 
journey, in two. The length of each 
hole was over 500 yards. With a gutta- 
percha ball Mr. Blackwell was, per. 
haps, the greatest of all hitters. Prob- 
ably neither Braid nor his counsin, 
Douglas Rolland, could drive quite so 
far as the amateur. 

Since the introduction of the rubber- 


cored ball, the game of slogging appears 


to have lost some of its charm for Mr. 
} Blackwell, who, however, has been up to 
the fifth hole with a drive and some kind 
of mashie, and near enough with the 
latter to get a 3. Nowadays, Maurice 
Dauge of La Boulie is accepted on the 
authority of Braid as the longest driver 
in the world. Braid ought to know. 
He was coupled with Dauge in the French 
open championship last year, and, enter- 
ing into the spirit of the hitting compe- 
tition which the onlookers had desired, 
he. strove all he knew to outdrive the 
young Frenchman. It was _ hopeless; 
Dauge had at least 20 yards the better 
of the situation from nearly every tee. 


Dauge is an enormously strong fellow, 
who has amused himself from time to 
time by challenging and defeating pro- 
fessional weight-lifters. It is sometimes 
said that physical strength is of little 
importance in connection with long driv- 
ing, and that perfect timing is the sole 
secret; but the fact that Mr. Black- 
well, Braid, Dauge, Horne and other 
sloggers of repute are all of exceptionally 
powerful build shows that the latter 
asset counts for much. 


The case of A. Mitchell can be offered 
as a strong argument for the efficacy of 
perfect timing combined with suppleness 
of wrist. By no means is he a modern 
Hercules; indeed, he is built on rather 
slender lines; yet he is one of the long- 
est hitters in the amateur ranks at the 
present time. It will be remembered 
how, in calm: weather at Hoylake, he 
was getting past the third green, a dis- 
tance of about 500 yards, with two driver 
shots. At Sunningdale, when winning 
the Golf Illustrated gold vase, he was 
over the first green with two very skilful 
shots in a cross-wind. Their combined 
length was upwards of 500 yards. 

The strange thing is that Mitchell has 
no follow-through. He takes the club 
back as far as anybody, but the distance 
he obtains is mainly the product of 
wrist-work. Directly he has hit the ball, 
he cuts short the stroke with a snap. 
The movement is not nearly so graceful 
as that of, say, H. H. Hilton or Harry 
Vardon; each of whom follows through 
with perfect body action, but it is ef- 
fective.

days ago that these increased values 
would result in a reduction of the 1909 
rate of $21, but few believed that it 
would drop to $19.70 and the announce- 
ment causes general rejoicing. 

The rate is figured on a levy of $113,-

STONEHAM, Mass.—The assessors 
have announced the tax rate for 1910 
as $20.70 on $1000. This is an increase 
of 20 cents on $1000 over the rate of 
1909. Buildings are valued at $2,532,950 
and land at $2,103,439, making a total 
real estate value of $4,636,389. Personal 
property is valued at $512,502, making 
‘a total valuation for the ¢own of $5,148,- 
891. Property to the value of $92,975 
is exempt from taxation. There are 2264 


polls. 


MALDEN—The tax rate this year, 
$18.50, while higher than for some years, 
is largely caused by the increased mu- 
nicipal expenses, which are more than 
$129,000 larger than a year ago, and by 
the increased state taxes. 

The city’s valuation this year is $40,- 
482,284 against $41,190,580 last year. 
This year there was a reduction of over 
$3,000,000 by the removal of personal 
property, but there still remains an in- 
crease of more than $4,000,000 personal 
property over the old system of taxation 
and over $7,000,000 increase in the total 
valuation of the city over the year 1908, 


BEVERLY, Mass.—At the meeting of 
the common council held Thursday even- 
ing the tax levy calling for $428,420.63 
was passed by the council, being $60,000 
less than the tax levy of last vear, which 
in the opinion of the citizens will help 
make the tax rate lower this year. 


LYNNFIELD, Mass.—For the first 
time in the history of the town the to- 
tal valuation has reached .the $1,000,000 
mark. The assessors announced the tax 
rate this morning at $12 on $1000, a de- 
crease of $4 from the $16 rate of last 
year. The value of land is $348,602 and 
the buildings $551,650, making a total 
real estate value of $900,252. Personal 
property is estimated at $1,040,539.75, 
making the total valuation of the town 
$1,400,791.75. The drop in the tax rate 
is the largest recorded in Massachusetts 
this year and is due largely to large 
gains in the real and personal estate 
values. 

QUINCY, Mass.—Real estate owners 
were pleasantly surprised at the an- 
nouncement of the tax rate by the asses- 
‘sors today. The rate was $20 on 
$1000, a reduction of 40 cents from that 
of 1909. 

The valuation of real estate is $24.,- 
991,000 an increase of $992,475; personal, 
total valuation, $32,458,055; total in- 
tota] valuation, $32,458,055; total inc- 
crease, $2,643,925. 


NICARAGUAN REBEL 
VICTORY DIoCOUNT 
[0 AOKED OF EUROPE 


BERLIN—J. F. W. Pein, the Nicara- 
guan consul-general at Berlin, cautions 
the public not to believe the repbrts of 
insurgent victories. These reports, he 
Says, are invented at Bluefields, the 
headquarters of General Estrada, leader 
of the insurrection. 

The Nicaraguan communication, which 
was discountenanced by Germany, was 
signed by Francisco Baca, the minister- 
general of Nicaragua, who said: 

“I beg your excellency to take occasion 
to use your good offices with the tabinet 
at Washington that my government may 
have a free hand to restore peace in the 
country without hindrances mentioned. 
We reckon upon the moral support of 
friendly nations and especially upon our 
sister republics.” 

The note was addressed to the foreign 
secretaries of Germany, France, Great 
Britain, Italy, Spain and the sister re- 
publics of Nicaragua. 

Germany declined to entertain the re- 
quest. As Nicaragua has no diplomatic 
representation at Berlin, the reply was 
made through Herr de Buch, the Ger- 
man minister to Central America, resi- 
dent at Guatemala city.

The 
instructor in wireless has different boys 
assigned to him for instruction and be- 
tween the wireless room and the state- 
room of the instructor there is tele- 
graphic communication. lf the instruc- 
tor has any message for the cadet on 
watch in the wireless station he com- 
municates with him over the telegraph 
line, in this way crowding into the 
boy’s duty as much of the code as pos- 
sible. The semaphore system of signal- 
ing is also taking up a good deal of the 
cadets’ time. 

Boys are seen at practise in all parts 
of the ship, for a prize has been offered 
to the two best ‘signal boys aboard ship 
by the time the Ranger reaches Madeira. 

Gibraltar was reached on the after- 
noon of the ninth and as soon as she 
was tied up to a buoy the mail orderly 
was sent ashore for mail, but the cadets 
were doomed to disappointment. ‘The 
next day the welcome mail arrived and 
some of the boys received remittances 
which there had been earnest requests 
for. Here, as in the other ports, “sun- 
down” liberty was given. The watch 
that remained aboard was kept busy at 
the many tasks about ship. 

Monday morning all boats were called 
away and the boys were given instruc- 
tions in the handling of small boats. 
This is not a small part of their instruc- 
tion and just before the arrival of the 
Ranger at Marseilles the boys were given 
an object lesson in the value of handling 
small boats. 

Just before the pilot was taken aboard 
Cadet W. O. Simpson, who was at work 
rigging out the accommodation ladder, 
lost his hold and fell overboard. The cry 
of “man overboard” was raised and the 
cadet on life buoy watch let go the life 
buoy. The life boat was lowered and 
got away in as short a space of time as 
it ever has at drill. Cadet Simpson, who 
is able to swim, had reached the life 
buoy by this time and was picked up by 
the boat none the worse for his duck- 
ing. 

It is a fact worthy of commendation 
that in the life boat every member of the 
life boat’s crew was in his place, not- 
withstanding the fact that these boys 
were at work in different parts of the 
ship, some even between decks. 

The streets of Gibraltar are of never 
ending interest to the cadets whether 
this is their first visit or not. Here is 
the meeting place of the East and West, 
the Moor in his sandals and bare legs, 
East India in Fez, American toruist and 
British soldier mingling together in the 
one business street of the city.

FINANCE. CHAIRMAN SCORES 
BOSTON CITY EXTRAVAGANCE 


Mayor F itzgerald Affirms, However, That Living Cost 
Is High Here Because of Local Excellence in All 


Civic and Public Institutions. 


Chairman John A. Sullivan of the Bos- 
ton finance commission and Mayor Fitz- 
gerald differ radically in their opinions 
on the report of the census bureau, which 
gives figures for living in Boston higher 
than in any othér city in the country. 

Chairman Sullivan holds that it should 
not be so and lays the blame for the 
conditions to inefficient municipal adinin- 
istration, while the mayor says that there 
is no reason why Boston should not have 
the highest rating for the cost of living 
because Boston accomplishes more than 
any other city in the country. 

Chairman Sullivan places the respon- 
sibility for Boston’s extravagance upon 
these four items of municipal waste: 

First—The excessive number of em- 
ployees of all grades throughout the 
departments of municipal service. In 
Boston there is one municipal servant 
to every 50 citizens. In no other city in 
the country is this proportion so large. 

Second — Excessive compensation to 


clerks and officers above the grade of 
clerks. 


Third—The excessive cost of day labor 
—work done by the department forces— 
as contrasted with contract prices. The 
city employs a larger number of day 
laborers than any otHer large city. 

Fourth —Interest and sinking fund 
charges on loans of previous years, either 
wholly unnecessary or unnecessarily 
large. 

In discussing the question Mayor Fitz- 
gerald says in part: — 

“The reason is a simple one to those 
who understand anything about condi- 
tions in the big cities of the country. 
Bogton’s per capita cost is greater be- 
cause Boston does more.

“For many years, periodically, the pro- 
ducers have claimed before the railroad 
commission and legislative committees 
that the ‘open car’ system ought to sup- 
plant the New England system in Mas- 
sachusetts. Before another Legislature 
meets a full opportunity will be had to 
determine the respective meris in Mas- 
sachusetts of the two systems.

MELFORD, Saskatchewan—George P. 
Graham, Canadian minister of railroads, 
who is making the tour of the western 
provinces with Premier Laurier, said 
here yesterday in a speech that reciprocal 
free trade between the United States 
and Canada would probably not benefit 
Canadian coal owners at all, because of 
the Massachusetts smoke law. 

It would be extremely difficult to effect 
reciprocal free trade in coal, he said, so 
long as that law remaing in force. An 
agent of the Dominion Coal Company 
of Nova Scotia has reported that the law 
will operate to exclude Nova Scotia coal 
from Massachusetts, and even should re- 
ciprocal free trade make it commercially 
possible for the coal to be landed at 
Boston duty free, which would success- 
fully meet the quotations of the Pennsy!- 
vania and West Virginia mines, the Mas- 
sachusetts law, according to Nova Scotia 
coal interests, practically forbids the use 
in Massachusetts cities of high volatile 
coal, and since most Nova Scotia coal 
runs 28 to 98 per cent in volatile matter 
and West Virginia and Pennsylvania 
ranges mostly from 15 to 32 per cent 
the law is distinctly favorable to the 
latter. 

Mr. Graham made a great impression 
on the audience by his declaration of 
the government’s purpose to expand at 
all hazards the transportation facilities 
of the Dominion.

B@ston merchants and dealers report 
that at least 50 cities and towns in 
Vermont and New Hampshire, whose 
supply depends upon local markets, have 
been cut off from their fruit and pro- 
visions, and that the Boston men have 
already lost thousands of dollars by 
reason of the present strike on the 
(Girand Trunk railway. The dealers are 
seeking every way possible to ease the 
situation. 

Fruit and provision merchants are 
particularly harassed by the refusal of 
the Grand Trunk to accept for trans- 
mission any perishable goods. J, E. 
Lawrence of the Charles Lawrence Com- 
pany, Wholesale fruit and _ provision 
dealers, and one of the largest concerns 
handling bananas, said today that his 
loss to date by reason of the strike is 
more than 8500, and that the amount 
lost by the 40 other big fruit and pro- 
vision firms would amount to several 
thousands of dollars. | 

“The Grand Trunk agent in Boston 
saya that at present he can do nothing 
for us, and he will not promise any re- 
lief for the future,” said Mr. Lawrence. 
“All perishable goods are wbsolutely re- 
fused by the road.” 

“The conditon is especially serious in 
towns along the route of the Vermont 
Central railroad, To cite an instance, it 
Was necessary for us to get an order of 
fruit to St. Albans, which is the head- 
quarters of the Vermont Central rail- 
road.

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FINE ARTS MUSEUM 
PREPARING 10 SHOW 
RARE SILVER PIECES

is at the Museum of Fine Arts 
preparing for the exhibition of 


silver, 


be held at the museum next year. Beau- 
tiful specimens of rare old church plate | 
have been received to date from more) 


‘than 80 different churches, most of which 


are in New England. 

Mr. Jones has been engaged on his 
work a little over a week and is much 
pleased with the prospects of the exhibi- 
tion. It is hoped to have on view in 
the collection 1000 or more pieces, in- 
cluding flagons, tankards, beakers, com- 
munion cups (with and without handles), 
chalices, baptismal basins and the two- 
handled bowls usually called caudle-cups. 

Every church which is known to have 
any rare silver has been asked to loan 
the same to the museum for the exhibi- 
tion, it being pointed out that the mu- 
seum, has special advantages for pre- 
serving the valuables. Many of the sil- 
ver pieces which have been received to 
date are to be held in trust at the mu- 
seu for an unlimited time, giving 
countless numbers an opportunity to 
view the skilled workmanship of the 
colonial silversmiths. 

The First church of Boston has a 
piece of silver by John Hull, dated 1661, 
one of the earliest known. The Firat 
church in Dorchester has a piece made 
by David Jesse in 1662. Another of the 
very earliest makers was John Cony 
(1665-1722), the man who engraved the 
first Colonial paper currency. The work 
of John Dixwell (1680-1725), son of the 
regicide Col. John Dixwell, is 
hardly less, at least for its priority. 
piece of silver now in the possession of 
King’s chapel was given by Dixwell, in 
1717, to the New North church. Others 
notable among the first company of 
smiths were John, Samuel and Thomas 
Edwards, John Noyes, James Turner, 
William Cowell, Andrew Tyler, the Burts 
(Samuel, Benjamin and William, the 
Hurds (Jacob and Nathaniel), Nathaniel 
Henchman, and of course the two Re- 
father and patriot son.

He is convineed of the practicability 
of readily transforming a portion of 
the automobile plant into an “aerove- 
hicle” plant, and is prepared to astonish 
experts in aeropautics with the innova- 
tions incorporated in his design of aero- 
planes. 

“The sheet-metal stamping facilities 
of the motor-car plant appeal to the 
aerovehicle designer instantly,” he says, 
“and may be adapted for the new in- 
dustry with intelligence and little work. 
The trouble with most aeroplanes is 
their flimsy construction, too much at- 
tention being paid to lightness by the 
sacrifice of stability. The new ‘aerove- 
hicle’ of our factory will have features 
that aeronautical engineers will hail as 
the solution of many problems in the 
better development of the _ weight- 
carrying monoplane and | iplane.

WHAT GRAND TRUNK TERMINAL 
WOULD MEAN TO BOSTON PORT 


David O. Ives, Chairman of 


Transportation Committee of 


Chamber of Commerce, Sets Forth the Situation in 
Answers toa Series of Questions.

An explanation of what it would mean 
to Boston if the Grand Trunk railway 
should establish a terminal here is 
given today by David O. Ives, chairman 
of the transportation committee of the 
Boston Chamber of Commerce. There 


has been a great deal of discussion con- 
cerning the possibility of a Grand Trunk 
terminal in this city, but so far there 
has not been published a clear and com- 
prehensive statement of the advantages 
that would accrue to .Boston, or Just 
what Boston might be expected to pro- 
vide, in the way of facilities, to induce 
the Grand Trunk to enter this city over 
its own line. 

A list of questions put before Mr. 
Ives and hig answers follow: 

1. Will Boston business men be sat- 
isfied with Grand Trunk entrance over 
the Boston & Maine, which is 4 New 
Haven owned road? 

Boston business men will presumably 
Grand Trunk line into Boston that will 
give that line a permanent interest in 
Boston and the right to make rates in 
and out of Boston. A proposition for 
trackage practically makes the two lines 
joint owners with equal rights dunng 
the term of the trackage arrangements 
and such arrangements are usually made 
for very long terms. 

®. How could such an entrance be ar- 
ranged?

While not’ posted as to what Boston 
men specifically want, I should say that 
the answers to the three questions above 
answer this question and that Boston 
men who are posted want Boston to be 
a terminus and port for the 14,000 miles 
of the Grand Trunk that will not be 
dependent upon the whims of new men 
coming in upon a change in management 
or ownership. 

5. Would not the Grand Trunk-Provi- 
dence plan of itself inevitably tend to 
sidetrack Boston so far as Grand Trunk 
business is concerned? Or does Provi- 
dence success give the Grand Trunk a 
“whip-hand” over the New Haven in get- 
ting what it (perhaps) really wants to 
develop at the port of Boston? 

If the Grand Trunk intends to make 
Providence a transatlantic port it would 
naturally be injurious to Boston. It is 
not likely that the Grand Trunk has such 
intention or that they could move any 
very large amount of business through 
that port in competition with Boston; 
they would hurt themselves more than 


they would hurt us by trying to make | 


a great port out of Providence. On the 
other hand, Providence is the center of a 
great manufacturing district; it un- 
doubtedly produces a large tonnage for 
the territory reached by the Grand 
Trunk, and consumes a large amount of 
the products of the country through 
which the Grand Trunk runs; but I do 
not believe that there can be any expect- 
ation of building up a large foreign busi- 
ness through Providence. I do not see 
that the Grand Trunk line into Provi- 
dence materially affects the proposition 
of a line into Boston.

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Stocks Close Unsteady After Reaction and Partial Recovery 


PROFIT TAKING 
IS IN EVIDENCE 
AFTER ADVANGE 


Further Early Improvement 
in Stocks Followed by Re- 
action and Then Business 
on Exchanges Becomes Dull 


BOSTON IRREGULAR 


“There Was a renewal of the urgent 
buying of stocks at the opening of both 
the New York and Boston markets to- 
day, Prices generally were higher than 
last night’s closing, ranging from a good 
fraction to more than a point. A fea- 
ture of the New York market was the 
advance made by stocks of those rail- 


road companies said to have been in- 
cluded in the syndicate of British and 
Canadian financiers and which were 
taken over at private sale this week by 
a New York banking house. The Rock 
Island issues and Wabash common and 
preferred were particularly well bought. 
Missouri Pacific showed an opening gain 
of 2% points at 534%. Denver & Rio 
Grand was up 1%. 

The copper stocks were in good demand 
on the local exchange during the early 
sales and fractional gains were general. 
Copper Range opened 11% higher than last 
night’s closing at 61%. 

After further advances had been made 
there was considerable profit-taking, and 
prices receded under the opening fig- 
ures before noon. Union Pacific opened 
at 160% and after advancing to 161 
lost all the gain before midday. Read- 
ing opened up % at 138% and after 
advancing to 138% sold off over a point. 
Ontario & Western sold ex-dividend of 
$2 at the opening at 41, compared with 
42, last night’s closing price, and then 
receded fractionally. 

Amalgamated Copper, which had a net 
gain of 4% yesterday, opened up % 
this morning at 64 and lost about 1% 
before noon. United States Steel opened 
up % at 69 and after improving fraction- 
ally sold off about a point. Business 
became dull on the reaction. 

Granby was a weak feature of the 
local market. It opened off 4% at 31% 
and reacted a point further. North 
Butte opened off % at 23% and then 
advanced fractionally above 24. Lake 
Copper was up % at: 34. Allouez was 
off a point at the opening but soon re- 
covered the loss. Local business was 
rather quiet. 

A break of over seven points in Sloss 
Sheffield was a feature of the after- 
moon session. The stock after opening 
off 1% at 57% broke to 50. It recovered 
3% by 2 o’clock. At the beginning of 
the last hour the entire market was 
weak and unsettled. Reading was off 
over two points from the opening price. 
Steel was off 14%. Union Pacific was off 
a point. Amalgamated Copper sold down 
to 61% 


LONDON—There was considerable 
irregularity at the late of the 
stock exchange, but nevertheless the un- 
dertone in the main was good.

The-English Crowns 


It may be of interest to people to know 


that the crown that was used at King | 
Edward’s coronation will be used at the | 
coronation of King George, writes a cor- | 


respondent of the New York Sun. Some 
of the jewels probably date to a period 
before the Conquest, but the crown itself 
was made for the coronation of King 
Charles II, at the Restoration. 

‘The first dispersion of the crown jewels 
took place in 1386, when Richard II. 
pawned his crown for a small loan. 
Charles IJ. pawned a portion of the re- 
galia to Hollaad in order to raise money 
for his war'with Spain, and when Parlia- 
ment came into power under Oliver 
Cromwell most of the jewels were con- 
signed to the crucible. The present 
crown was made of existing jewels, and 
embellished with diamonds, rubies, 
emeralds, pearls and sapphires. 

The “imperial crown” which is carried 
before the King at the opening of Parlia- 
ment is the crown made for Queen Vic- 
toria in 1838.. It contains a large ruby 
which was worn by Henry V. at the 
battle of Agincourt, and has 1363 bril- 
liants, 1278 diamonds, 278 pearls, 16 
sapphires, 11 emeralds, 4 rubies and 4 
drop pearls.

Owing to the differences which have arisen between thie 
operators of the existing subways and the city, a critical point has 
already been reached. It needs, he says, to be considered in the 
most even temper of mind, without acrimony or spirit of contention. 
The one great fact, standing out beyond and above all others, 1s 
that the first city in the country must decide now whether it will 
agree to extensions of the present system or enter upon the work 
of subway construction and management on its own account. 

Mayor Gaynor goes into a history of the existing subway 
system and the relation to it of the municipality. He tells 
the story clearly and calmly. He presents the matter from both 
sides. He makes no effort whatever to conceal the difficulties which 
lie in the way of the adoption of a general plan of procedure in 
connection with, or independent of, the present operating corporation.
